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DUMPUNG 
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Prison ‘mutiny’ came after failed reforms

The Government admitted it 
“got it wrong” after introduc¬ 
ing reforms to the prison sys¬ 
tem which sparked a 
rebellion among inmates at 
High Down, the prison’s gov¬ 
ernor has told a criminal 
trial. 

On Monday, governor Ian 
Bickers gave evidence at 
Blackfriars Crown Court in a 
trial of 11 men accused of a 
prison mutiny and criminal 
damage at the Banstead 
prison last October. 

The men, who were all in¬ 
mates there at the time, deny 
trying to overthrow lawful 
authority by barricading 
themselves into a cell for 
seven-and-a-half hours. 

Mr Bickers told the court 
the prison had undergone 
“significant change” in the 
period leading up to the inci¬ 
dent and High Down was 
only the second prison in the 
country to implement a new 
Government policy, New 
Ways of Working (NWoW), 
last September. 

He said this aimed to make 
the prison system more tight¬ 
ly run and meaningful for 
prisoners by cutting staff 
and getting rid of prisoners’ 
association time. 


But the governor said that, 
after it came into effect at 
High Down, the Prison Ser¬ 
vice acknowledged the new 
regime was not working. 

Andrew Jefferies QC, de¬ 
fending, told the court the 
prisoners made a number of 
demands during the barri¬ 
cade including: “If we get 
mackerel and dumplings we 
will come out.” 

Mr Bickers said the prison 
does not give in to prisoners’ 
demands: “Whether it’s to¬ 
bacco, to see the governor, 
food, gym, mackerel and 
dumplings, we do not 
acquiesce.” 

Two weeks ago, the court 
heard how the defendants 
had also passed a “demand 
note” under the cell door, 
which read: “The reason for 
these capers is we are not get¬ 
ting enough food, exercise, 
showers or gym and we want 
to see the governor lively.” 

Mr Bickers said the new 
regime involved a “standard¬ 
isation in the way prisons op¬ 
erate” and that High Down 
was 50 staff members down 
at the time of the incident - 
30 of which were prison 
officers. 

He said: “Prison governors 
to some degree have less dis¬ 
cretion about what they can 
do and when. They follow a 
standard process and every 
prison is benchmarked 
against another. 


“Less prisoners are actively 
involved in work or educa¬ 
tion and they spend more 
time locked up. 

“We provide limited time 
[out of their cells] - one hour 
of general association to 
shower or exercise if they are 
entitled to it, to make phone 
calls.” 

Mr Bickers said prisoners 
across the system had found 
it “quite difficult” to adapt. 

“Up until this time, prison¬ 
ers would have spent much 
more time in free association, 
playing pool or table-tennis,” 
he told the court. 

Mr Bickers said there are 
now no “unstructured activi¬ 
ties” for prisoners and added: 
“It is a policy driven by cen¬ 
tral Government, which 
has tried to remove the free¬ 
ness around prisoners to 
make prison much more 
purposeful.” 

The governor said there 
was a “fairly significant in¬ 
crease in complaints” follow¬ 
ing NWoW’s introduction. 

At the same time, it started 
serving a packed lunch to in¬ 
mates in their cells, instead 
of a hot lunch, because of the 
number of staff required to 
serve two hot meals a day. 

He said: “They were not 
changes of our making. To 
some degree they were 
forced upon us.”

In response to Mr Jefferies referring 
to High Down as a “guinea pig”, Mr 
Bickers said: “The prison service had 
tested this in three other establish¬ 
ments. We were going into it with our 
eyes wide open.” 

He added later: “It’s a fallacy at High 
Down that we lock prisoners up and 
forget about them. 

“The gym was closed because we had 
to deploy every single prison officer we 
could to facilitate getting the men out of 
their cells for phone calls and showers. 

“We absolutely always strove that 
prisoners were out of their cells, sub¬ 
ject to operational requirements. 

“I can’t stand here and put my hand 
on my heart and say someone wouldn’t 
have been missed. 

“But if prisoners choose to stay in bed 
that’s their choice and I believe in giv¬ 
ing a real world choice to prisoners.” 

Addressing the governor, Mr Jefferies 
said: “You had to find a way to best 
govern your prison to make sure 


everyone got a share of the gym, library 
and healthcare, but you’re not a mira¬ 
cle worker. 

“In effect what was being communi¬ 
cated to prisoners is ‘we can’t do any¬ 
thing, we all have to adapt to it’.” 

Mr Bickers said the prison started a 
process to recruit more staff after the 
Prison Service acknowledged the new 
regime was not working. 

He told the court: “Though we were 
the second prison to do this, the Prison 
Service didn’t quite get our regime 
right. 

“They said ‘we are sorry, we got it 
wrong, we will come and get it right’.” 

He added: “In October, we were trying 
to implement something which was 
done wrong by people in headquarters.” 

The defendants who deny all charges 
are Martin Prince, Cory Stewart, Peter 
Gafney, Oshane Gayle, Callum 
Hollingsworth, Sam Davies, Anuar Niy- 
ongaba, Jordan Rowe, Charlie Demp¬ 
ster, Nathaniel Johnson and Nicholas 
Carlton. 

The trial continues.

A woman died after being hit 
by a van in what was de¬ 
scribed as a shocking acci¬ 
dent on a “very dangerous” 
country road.

Controversial plans for a care 
home submitted to Epsom 
Council for a second time 
have been approved by 
councillors. 

Epsom Council’s planning 
committee accepted an appli¬ 
cation to build a 150-room 
care home on Nescot col¬ 
lege’s animal husbandry 
land on Reigate Road, Ewell. 

Developer the Goodman 
Group has also been appeal¬ 
ing to the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate after the council 
rejected its original plans for 
being “overbearing” and 
“bulky” with insufficient 
parking and no affordable 
homes. 

The developer said the re¬ 
vised plans addressed the 
concerns. 

Speaking at the meeting 
last Thursday, Simon Web¬ 
ster, Goodman’s managing 
director, said: “We have lis¬ 
tened to the community and 
taken some time to re-think 
and re-plan. 

“We know the community 
have reservations over the 
first application, but the 



application before you 
tonight is a sincere attempt to 
address this.” 

Councillor David Mayall 
said: “I don’t really see much 
that’s changed. It’s still a 
massive, massive develop¬ 
ment. By moving it 4m one 
way and 2m another, I’m still 
concerned.” 

In June, Nescot received 
planning permission for 91 
homes on the rest of the 14- 
acre site. It plans to sell the 


land for the developments to 
fund renovations to its 
campus. 

Councillor Sheila Carlson 
said: “Just because this com¬ 
mittee granted permission 
for residential development 
on one part of the site doesn’t 
meant there is any principle 
for development on the rest 
of the site.” 

But Councillor David Wood 
said the planning application 
had “moved in the 


right direction”. 

He added: “I am sure we 
would all like the fields to 
still be there with the horses 
and the pigs, but that’s not 
the world we are living in.” 

Councillor Graham Dudley 
said: “It’s difficult to think 
that having developed the 
first part of the site we are 
not going to develop the sec¬ 
ond part.” 

After the meeting, Mr Web¬ 
ster said the Goodman Group 
was “very pleased” with the 
decision. 

He said: “Our senior living 
community will provide a 
much needed high-quality 
living environment for the 
local ageing population.” 

Brian Angus, chairman of 
Ewell Village Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, said: “I’m afraid it 
was always inevitable that bit 
of land would be developed 
even though we think of it as 
a valuable piece of greenbelt 
land. It’s not greenbelt land.” 

Stuart Seymour, who lives 
opposite the site in Reigate 
Road, added: “We are not 
happy. 

“We don’t think it’s the 
right place to put a care 
home. But we feel we have 
had a minor victory from 
where we started.”

Redevelopment for £22m 


A disability charity’s plans 
for a £22m “centre of excel¬ 
lence” have been given 
the green light despite opposi¬ 
tion from countryside 
campaigners. 

Queen Elizabeth’s Founda¬ 
tion for Disabled People (QEF) 
received planning permission 
for the re-development of its 
base in Leatherhead Court, 
Woodlands Road, Leather- 
head, by Mole Valley’s coun¬ 
cillors last Wednesday. 

The charity plans to create a 
modern campus with learn¬ 
ing, sport and leisure facili¬ 
ties, accommodation for 48 
trainees and a “charitable 
hub” and wants to build 76 
homes on part of its site to 
help to fund the second phase 
of the re-development. The 
first phase, expected to cost 
£5m, will be funded by the 
charity. 

Jonathan Powell, QEF’s 
chief executive, welcomed the 
decision and said he is 


“excited about what the fu¬ 
ture holds”. 

But Andy Smith, Surrey 
branch director of the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural Eng¬ 
land (CPRE), said it was “very 
disappointed” because it be¬ 
lieves the re-development 
amounts to inappropriate de¬ 
velopment in the greenbelt. 

He said: “Approving this ap¬ 
plication means yet another 
unjustified raid on the 
greenbelt. 

“However worthwhile a 
charity QEF may be, this de¬ 
velopment represents an in¬ 
cursion into precious 
greenbelt - perhaps a relative¬ 
ly small incursion, but an in¬ 
cursion nonetheless.” 

This summer, Mr Powell 
told the Epsom Guardian: “It 
is technically greenbelt land, 
but it already has buildings on 
it and our plans significantly 
enhance the character of the 
greenbelt rather than cause 
detriment to it.” 
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Rain failed to dampen the 
spirits of thousands of people 
who turned out to enjoy one 
of the biggest firework 
displays in the south east of 
England on Saturday. 

More than 500 aerial shells 
and nearly 250 roman candles 


lit up the sky over Hook Road 
Arena in Epsom during the 
display which included a 
bonfire and funfair.

Disabled, the Children’s 
Trust in Tadworth, Chessing- 
ton Youth Action, St John 
Ambulance and scout and 
guide groups. 

Group Scout leader Neil 
Dallen said: “After a few min¬ 
utes the mist cleared and a 


crowd of about 6,000 were 
treated to a spectacular 
display followed by a huge 
bonfire that was still burning 
the following morning. 

“Once again Epsom Fire¬ 
works Display was one of the 
premier displays in South 


East England. 

“A big thank you from the 
organisers, 7th Epsom 
Scouts, to everyone who 
helped us to put on this 
spectacular event and to 
those who supported it by 
attending.”

Ex-inmate

An ex-prisoner who has 
turned his life around will 
speak at a church on Sunday.

A young man has told other 
gay youngsters to “keep 
your chin up” after he was 
brutally assaulted in a ho¬ 
mophobic 

attack at Halloween by two 
men dressed as fairies. 

Robbie Kingsford, 21, from 
Leatherhead, was attacked 
by two men in Surbiton as he 
walked with a friend, and 
was left with a bloodied and 
swollen face. 

The men, thought to have 
been dressed in pink fairy 


costumes, are said to have 
run away when passersby 
intervened. 

A second 18-year-old man 
sustained facial injuries in 
the attack in the early hours 
of Saturday, November 1. 

Retail worker Mr Kings¬ 
ford said he had been over¬ 
whelmed by the generosity 
of commenters online and in 
his home town. 

He said: “To have so many 
showing an interest and 
caring, it’s been a bit hard to 
process. 

“I have had people come 
forward offering me support 
and messaging me saying 
they admire my strength.” 


Mr Kingsford, who said he 
was bullied when he was 
younger, also gave encour¬ 
agement to other gay young 
people who may have suf¬ 
fered abuse. 

He said: “If you keep your 
chin up, and keep going on 
and stay strong, there's al¬ 
ways hope they will stop and 
realise that what’s been 
done is wrong. 

“I have had all the insults. 

“Violence is never an op¬ 
tion. Talk to your teachers 
or a parent and you will get 
results.” 

Mr Kingsford’s father, 
Brian, 51, praised police for 
their investigation. 


He said: “Their response 
was amazing; the general 
community as well for com¬ 
ing together and supporting 
us. It’s a big thank-you to 
everyone.

Police survey quizzes teenagers about terrorism 


What would you do if your 
friend became quite violent, a 
“bit of a loner” and started 
posting unpleasant and racist 
messages on social media? 

This is one of the questions 
included in a Surrey Police 
survey on terrorism sent out 
to teenagers, aged 14 to 19, at 
schools and colleges in 
Banstead. 

The questionnaire asks how 
concerned they are about 
terrorism, cyber-bullying, 


violent crime and alcohol and 
drug abuse, and whether they 
have experienced bullying, 
racist comments or conflict 
between different ethnic and 
religious groups. 

Surrey Police also wants the 
youngsters’ views about its 
counter-terrorism strategy 
Prevent, which supports the 
victims of grooming by ex¬ 
tremist and terrorist groups. 

Lee Sawkins, Prevent co-or¬ 
dinator, said: “With current 


events in places such as Iraq 
and Syria it is important we 
can reach out to young people 
to safeguard them from those 
that wish to spread messages 
supporting terrorism. 

“We need to keep our 
friends, families and commu¬ 
nities safe and it is important 
that young people are aware of 
how to report any concerns 
and access any support the 
strategy can offer.

A young inventor who has 
created an inflatable incuba¬ 
tor to help save the lives of 
vulnerable babies in develop¬ 
ing countries has won a pres¬ 
tigious design award. 

James Roberts, 23, from 
Leatherhead, beat off compe¬ 
tition from more than 600 in¬ 
ternational designers to win 
the James Dyson Award for 
his incubator, Mom. 

The collapsible and 
portable creation costs 
£250 to make, test and 
transport, and provides 
the same performance 
as a £30,000 modern in¬ 
cubation system. 

He said: “When

“The best thing [about the 
awards] is it gives unglam- 
orous products a chance.” 

Mr Roberts attended 
Leatherhead’s Oakfield Ju¬ 
nior School and Downsend 
School, before studying at 
St John’s. 

He said he was inspired 
to invent his incubator 
after watching a docu¬ 
mentary on premature 
babies in refugee camps. 

The inventor said he 
did not go out for three 
months at a time and 
worked solidly on the in¬ 
vention from 9am until 
2am during the final year 
of his product design and 


technology degree at Lough¬ 
borough University. 

He said: “When something 
really intrigues me and gets 
me interested, I get all con¬ 
sumed by it.” 

The £30,000 prize money 
will go towards further proto¬ 
typing, testing and cost re¬ 
duction and ultimately 
towards the product’s mass- 
production. 

The incubator is inflated 
manually, heated using ce¬ 
ramic heating elements, has 
a screen showing the ad¬ 
justable temperature and hu¬ 
midity and a collapsible 
phototherapy unit for Jaun¬ 
dice sufferers. 

More than one in 10 babies 
worldwide are born prema¬ 
turely and the World Health 
Organisation claims 75 per 
cent of deaths from prema¬ 
ture birth could be avoided if 
cheaper treatments were 
more readily available. 

Mr Roberts said he had al¬ 
ways wanted to be innovative 
and that his grandfather de¬ 
signed nuclear reactors in 
Guildford. 

He said: “I have always 
wanted to do this, I can’t ex¬ 
plain it. We are a very petrol- 
heady family - my dad got me 
into cars and motorbikes by 
putting a spanner in my hand 
pretty much as soon as I was 
born.”

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‘Treacherous’ steps up 
to station ‘a nightmare’

Frustrated residents are 
campaigning to get a tunnel 
or a ramp built to a railway 
bridge because “treacher¬ 
ous” steps are stopping 
cyclists, pushchairs and 
elderly people from reaching 
a station. 

Brian Angus and Kim 
Nash, from Ewell, are calling 
for better access to Ewell 
West station and its 


155-year-old railway bridge. 

The residents believe an al¬ 
ternative is needed to replace 
the steep stairway from 
Gibraltar recreation ground 
onto the bridge in Chessing- 
ton Road. 

From the recreation 
ground, wheelchair and mo¬ 
bility scooter users currently 
have to take a long detour 
through Ewell Village to 
reach the station. 

Ms Nash, a cyclist, believes 
a ramp would solve the prob¬ 
lem and Mr Angus, chairman 
of Ewell Village Residents’ 


Association, favours the idea 
of a tunnel. Both want others 
to join their campaign. 

Ms Nash, 56, of Cannon 
Close, said: “The steps are 
quite treacherous. Disabled 
residents have to go all the 
way round the village.” 

For people with pushchairs 
and bikes, she said: “It’s a 
nightmare going up and 
down those steps. 

“There are so many people 
who use it.” 

Mr Angus, of Chessington 
Road, said engineering com¬ 
pany Atkins has looked at the 


problem and suggested build¬ 
ing a foot tunnel costing 
about £400,000. 

He said: “It’s a very busy B 
road, it’s a very busy station 
and it’s a very busy 
crossing.” 

He said he had “put out feel¬ 
ers” to South West Trains 
and Network Rail, about his 
idea, but added: “They have 
not been rushing to their 
cheque books.” 

A South West Trains- 
Network Rail Alliance 
spokesman said: “Most of the 
rail network was built many 
generations ago when the 
needs of passengers with re¬ 
duced mobility were regret¬ 
tably not taken into account. 

“We are working hard to 
put that right and invest hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds 
every year on improvements 
such as the introduction of 
lower counter ticket win¬ 
dows, handrails and accessi¬ 
ble toilets. 

He added: “We are investi¬ 
gating options to enhance 
Ewell West station at the mo¬ 
ment, but in the meantime, 
we remain committed to 
helping passengers with re¬ 
duced mobility.” 

People who cannot access 
the platforms are offered a 
free taxi service to Worcester 
Park and can book journeys 
using a passenger assistance 
helpline.

During the operation, 
people who give up 
firearms will not be pros¬ 
ecuted for offences of pos¬ 
sessing them illegally, 
although police reserve 
the right to investigate if 
weapons have been used 
in crimes. 

Chief Superintendent 
Paul Morrison, head of 
operations command for 
Surrey and Sussex police, 
said: “Gun crime in the 


UK has continued to fall 
year-on-year for the past 
10 years, but we are not 
complacent. 

“We must do all we can 
to ensure that firearms do 
not fall into the hands of 
criminals, and the public 
can help us.

“A firearm might not be 
a danger in your hands 
but if it was stolen by a

Urgent action must be taken to 
prevent a recurrence of last 
winter’s damaging floods, coun¬ 
cillors have warned. 

Liberal Democrats on Surrey 
County Council (SCC) said 
more needs to be done to 
address problems in places 
known to flood during heavy 
rain, called wetspots. 

They have warned that failure 
to act quickly enough to tackle 
wetspots and to unblock road 
drains will lead to safety 
hazards on the roads as well as 
flood damage. 

Councillor Stephen Cooksey, 
Lib Dem environment and 
transportation spokesman, said 
he has found out that of the 
1,105 wetspots in Surrey, only 68 
will have flood prevention 
schemes implemented by the 


end of March next year. 

He said: “This is just not good 
enough and Surrey residents 
deserve better.” 

The wetspot list includes 42 in 
Epsom and Ewell, 11 apiece in 
Leatherhead and Banstead, 17 
in Ashtead, five in Kingswood, 
three in Tadworth, two in Tat- 
tenham, five in Burgh Heath, 
four in Nork and one in Epsom 
Downs. 

Coun Cooksey said: “The most 
recent proposals for gully 
cleaning significantly reduce 
the overall number of gullies 
cleaned each year and reduce 
the frequency of cleaning of 
half of the county’s gullies to 
once every two years. 

“This decision will worsen an 
already bad situation. 

“I have asked the Conservative 
administration at County Hall to 
increase the frequency of gully 
cleaning, which is desperately 
needed, but perversely it is 
doing precisely the opposite and

is reducing the frequency, which 
is likely to increase flooding.” 

In answer to questions raised 
by Coun Cooksey, SCC said: 
“We expect to reduce the risk of 
flooding across 68 wetspots this 
financial year. 

“The schemes vary in com¬ 
plexity and further works 
may be required in subsequent 
years before the full benefits 
are realised. 

“The recently introduced pro¬ 
gramme is designed to clean 
those gullies prone to blockages 
more frequently and provides 
an appropriate level of cleaning 
to those gullies that do not get 
blocked, thereby using resources 
efficiently.” 

In response to the Epsom 
Guardian, a SCC spokeswoman 
added: “We are already doing 
our utmost to limit the impact 
of flooding, including spending 
£23m on fixing flood-damaged 
roads and asking Whitehall for 
£27m to improve flood defences.” 



Charity for homeless finds new base 



A homeless charity has finally 
found new premises after flood¬ 
ing wrecked its home last Christ¬ 
mas - but it must raise thousands 
of pounds to make it into a 
permanent base. 

Pitstop was forced to temporar¬ 
ily relocate to a village hall and 
then a church after its home at 
Leatherhead Football Club’s 
Fetcham Grove ground was 
flooded. 

Chairman of trustees Richard 
Langtry said it has now made an 
offer on a building in Leather¬ 
head which it needs to move into 
by mid-December. 

But £70,000 is needed by then to 
allow renovation work to begin. 
The charity has so far raised 
£17,000. 

Mr Langtry said: “The floods 
last Christmas literally washed 
away our old premises which was 
devastating. The great news is we 
are ready to secure and re-fit our 
own building in the heart of Mole 
Valley. 

“It’s a huge challenge, but if we 
succeed we’ll be able to offer a 
safe, warm and practical forever 
home for Pitstop - kitted-out 
to provide a fully-staffed day

centre facility.

Plans to build four “inappro¬ 
priate and cramped” homes 
in the backyards of worried 
residents have been rejected 
by councillors.

The garden of number 93 
stretches back about 100ft 
and homes on the adjacent 
Oakdale Road back on to it. 

Residents of Oakdale Road 
had raised concerns about 
the development and said its 
proposed access road would 
be a danger to pedestrians. 

Speaking in favour of the 
plans at the meeting, archi¬ 
tect Jonathan Leeson said: 
“There is a need for 
more modern, three-bed¬ 
room sites in the area. We 
think this is an ideal piece of 
land.” 

He said the site had been a 
car repair site, then became 
wasteland and has now been 


“left vacant and subject to 
fly-tipping”. 

Although the council’s 
planning officers recom¬ 
mended the application be 
approved, councillors reject¬ 
ed it by seven votes to 
three, with one councillor 
abstaining. 

The grounds for refusal 


were over-development of 
the site, back-land develop¬ 
ment, insufficient parking 
and road safety concerns. 

Councillor Clive Smither- 
am said: “Is it too much on 
this site? I consider this to 
be more urbanisation of our 
borough.” 

Councillor Sheila Carlson 


added: “Yet again we have a 
piece of land which is proba¬ 
bly right for some sort of de¬ 
velopment but what happens 
so often, people get very en¬ 
thusiastic and try and cram 
as much as possible on the 
site. I think that’s what’s 
happened.” 

Councillor David Mayall 
also said: “Maybe it’s right 
for development but not to 
this extent.” 

Epsom’s planning officers 
advised the committee to 
carefully consider whether 
the application would 
amount to “over-develop¬ 
ment” before voting in a mo¬ 
tion to refuse it. 

But Coun Smitheram said 
he did not believe council¬ 
lors should be “manacled” 
and a vote to refuse was 
taken. 

After the meeting, resident 
Jane Gage, who helped co¬ 
ordinate the Team Oakdale 
campaign against the pro¬ 
posals, said: “We are delight¬ 
ed and relieved. 

“The councillors clearly 
understood our objections 
that exposed the many 
downfalls and policy issues 
of this inappropriate 
and cramped proposed 
development.”

Some of them have now 
been there for more than 20 
years and some of her origi¬ 
nal customers from the 1960s 
still come in to have their 
hair done. 

In the early days Mrs 
Nethercott said women used 
to get a shampoo and set be¬ 
fore every weekend or every 
fortnight, but now there are a 
lot more haircuts, colouring 
and blow-dries. 

She added: “It’s like a dif¬ 
ferent business altogether. I 
feel as though I have lived in 
two worlds.”

A disabled octogenarian who 
“tumbled out” of his mobility 
scooter wants to raise awareness 
of the problems presented by the 
county’s pavements to people in 
his situation. 

After reading in this newspa¬ 
per about the problems faced by 
other disabled pensioners in 
need of wheelchairs and scooters 
to get about, Roland Bryan con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian to 
share his experiences. 

The 82-year-old, of Swallow 
House, Merchant Close, Epsom, 
said although he agreed with 
their comments about the state 
of the pavements and the diffi¬ 
culties this presents, he is not 
stuck indoors and his main con¬ 
cern is the width of pavements. 

He said: “The pavements are 
bad generally wherever you go. 

“I tumbled out of my old scoot¬ 
er in Ruxley Lane. It’s not good 
in some places. Fortunately the 
public, eight people, came to my 
rescue. 

“It doesn’t keep me in. I know 
which shops I can go to. 

“The real problem is not always 
the state of the pavements, but 
the width of the pavements.

They are too narrow. If there is a 
pram and a scooter going along 
one has to give way. 

“The pavements are very nar¬ 
row and when people put their 
wheelie bins out I just can’t get 
by. But it would be a major prob¬ 
lem for the council to widen the 
pavements.” 

Mr Bryan said he is very thank¬ 
ful to the public for helping him 
when he encounters obstacles on 
his journeys. 

On one occasion, when a diver¬ 
sion sign was put on a pavement 


he was travelling along, mo¬ 
torists stopped and gave Mr 
Bryan the time and room to go on 
to the road and around the sign. 

He said: “The general public 
and motorists are very good and 
they will always help me when 
I’m in a spot of bother. 

“I don’t like to make a fuss. I 
don’t feel neglected. 

“I just feel the council aren’t 
aware of the problems we have.” 

A SCC spokesman said: “The 
backlog of pavement works need¬ 
ed to bring all of Surrey’s pave¬ 
ments to a good standard will 
cost over £80m. This cost has 
mounted because of the historic 
lack of Government funding 
over many years so we have to 
prioritise the work carefully to 
ensure we use limited funds to 
the best effect.”

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W hether it is Henry 
VIII’s wife Cather¬ 
ine Howard scream¬ 
ing down the corridors of 
Hampton Court Palace or 
voices of young girls at a 
Georgian house in Mitcham, 
there are so many tales of 
ghosts haunting ancient 
buildings, writes Becky 
Middleton. 

Spooky tales of dismem¬ 
bered hands appearing, fig¬ 
ures disappearing through 
closed doors or even spirits 
of donkeys wandering 
around in fields long-gone 
have all been passed down 
through the ages. 

In Surrey Ghost Stories by 
Richard Holland, published 
last month, he said phan¬ 
toms in Tudor dress have 
been seen strolling around 
Nonsuch Park in Cheam. A 
man in a cloak has been 
spotted loitering near the 
park’s entrance staring to¬ 
wards the site of a former 
palace. 

The book said Croydon has 
its fair share of unexplained 
events. At the 12th century 
Croydon Palace, incorporat¬ 
ed into the Old Palace School 
for Girls in Old Palace Road, 
disturbing ghostly occur¬ 
rences have been recorded. It 
is said to be haunted by 
sounds of screaming infants 
after dark and for years an 
apparition of a woman in 
Elizabethan dress was spot¬ 
ted by people at the head of 


an old staircase since gone, 
according to Holland. 

Ghost hunter Stephen 
Morgans took up the hobby 
two years ago after the death 
of his father when he started 
experiencing unusual occur¬ 
rences at his home in 
Mitcham. He takes readings 
of electromagnetic energy 
and voice recordings in loca¬ 
tions across south-west Lon¬ 
don to detect unusual 
activity. Most recently he 
said a Georgian house in 
Church Road, Mitcham, was 
arousing suspicion. 

Morgans says: “We had 
doors opening and closing, 
the detectors going off and I 
had something touch me on 
the shoulder. 

“I thought it was my 
nephew, but it wasn’t.” 

He is not the only one to 
experience the supernatural. 

You might be able to spot 
some of the ghostly goings- 
on yourself on a Hampton 
Court Palace ghost tour. 

Visit the spot where two 
bodies were discovered in 
shallow graves in the 1870s, 
hear the tale of the Tudor 
royal nurse whose spirit is 
said to stalk her former 
apartments, and decide for 
yourself the origin of the 
mysterious figure caught on 
CCTV in the palace in the 
dead of night.

New research has found that some 
insurers use non-manufacturer 
parts or even reconditioned parts 
when repairing customers' vehicles.

Supermarket petrol prices may 
have fallen this week but drivers 
feel they are being ripped off by 
motorway services fuel tariffs, 
according to a new RAC survey. 

Research from the motoring 
organisation showed petrol and 
diesel prices at motorway service 
stations can be as much as lOp 
higher than those elsewhere. 

Of 1,463 motorists polled, 74 per 
cent reckoned motorway prices 
were "very expensive" with 26 per 
cent refusing to buy fuel at 
motorway stops. 

As many as 63 per cent said 
prices should be capped so fuel 
was no more expensive on 
motorways than at non-motorway 
forecourts. 

More than a quarter (27 per 
cent) would be happy with fuel 
being capped at just a few pence 
over the non-motorway price, and 
only 10 per cent believed nothing 
needed to be done. 

Also, 44 per cent said they only 
bought fuel at motorway services 
when they had no other choice. 
Almost 20 per cent admitted to 



putting in "just enough fuel to get 
by" at motorway services and 
finding a cheaper alternative later. 

In addition, 76 per cent said 
service stations should display the 
price of their fuel before drivers 
pulled off the motorway so they 
knew what they would have to fork 
out. RAC fuel spokesman Simon 
Williams said: "It's no wonder 
motorists feel held to ransom with 
prices on the motorways inflated 
to such an extent. We can see no 
reason why motorway fuel should 
be so much more expensive."
